The men, I 
tar the most part, that is the civilians, worn 
flnanal and light matariaL The brilliaat 
oniforms of the oonntlsss oflloers, miUtarjr 
and naval, presented a sight ssldom wit> 
naased. Two immense Indian liners were 
the flnt to move oit with their guests, and 
thssa vessels as they Aioved through the 
water created the most enthusiastic admira- 
tton. They were followed by other troop 
■hips from the Portsmouth do<^k-7ard and 
by scores of steamboata The steaaMT Bm» 
sis was filled with Americans. 

At Spitbead the vast English navy was 
gathered. The fleets were divided into their 
cruising squadrons and moved in columns, 
liners ahead, ships two cables apart, col- 
nmns three cablee apart The flagship 
beaded each division and faced eastward. 
There were also formed in columns in divis- 
ion parallel to the other squadrons and ar- 
ranged in the sime manner Ave coast de- 
fense B<|undronB, each consisting of coast de- 
fense shipti, gunboats and torpedo boats. 
Six traiiuuf; ships were moored in single col- 
umn inshore in parallel to the other liners. 
The foreign ships of war preeent were an- 
chored off Browndown. 

Vever before has the world seen in all its 
history such a fleet gathered together. It 
represented every class of vessel in the Brit- 
ish navy, from the majestio iron-clad to the 
spiteful torpedo boat Compared with this 
p«view the review of the Crimean fleet by 
the prince consort and the queen thirty-one 
years ago imks into insigniflcance. Some of 
the wooden shipe used at that were decked 
out to-day for the occasion, and there, point- 
ing to the still earlier history of the navy, 
Standing as steadily on the choppy sea as she 
did In herf palmy day, rode Nelson's old ship 
Victory— one of the noteworthy sights of this 
memorable day. 

Every ship or steamboat that passed her 
gave a round of cheera The old war vessel 
bad mounted a gun or two and Joined in the 
general salute to the queen. Oreat praiae 
must be given to Sir Charlee Bereeford, to 
whose excellent arrangements both in 
r eapact to the attention of the guesti aad tha 
suoosss of the affair is largely due. 

Just befcre 8 o'clock the royal yacht Al- 
bert and Victoria, with her majesty the 
quean on board, started from her buoy, and 
preceded by the Trinity and followed by the 
nfal yachts Osbom^ and Albert, and her 
majesty's ships Enchantress, Uelioon, Eu- 
phrates, Crocodile and Malabar. The royal 
yacht and its convoy passed between the 
lines in review. Aa her majesty passed
